John Ainsworth continues his in-depth look at the creation 
of the Doctor Who comic strips. This issue, he follows the 
waning fortune of the Third Doctor’s illustrated exploits. . . 


ith the relaunch of Countdown 

as TV Action + Countdown in 

April 1972, the comic broaden- 
ed its horizons. Still having a strong 
science fiction content, the weekly now 
included strips of ‘action’ TV shows that 
were proving popular with older children. 
Retaining Countdown's issue numbering, 
Issue 60 saw Hawaii Five-O and The 
Persuaders join the comic. Mission: 
Impossible would also join the line up in 
future editions. TV Action + Countdown 
now had fewer colour pages than 
Countdown had, and was printed on 
34 


cheaper, non-glossy paper. 

Doctor Who, however, benefitted from 
the change of format. Gerry Haylock was 
still illustrating the strip, and would do so 
for the remainder of Jon Pertwee’s time 
as the Doctor. The strip was now ex- 
panded to three pages, with the first 
page, in colour, forming the front cover. 
The most striking feature of the colour 
covers was that the first, large panel was 
a painting rather than an inked drawing. 
These regular, painted panels are gene- 
rally considered Gerry Haylock’s finest 
work for Doctor Who. 


DESIGN A MONSTER 


The first issue of TV Action + Count- 
down offered readers the chance of 
winning a new colour television for the 
family. All that was required was to 
design a monster for the Doctor to do 
battle with. Not only would you win the 
television set, but your monster would 
appear as the featured enemy in the 
Doctor Who comic strip. In Issue 72, a 
two-page spread heralded the winner and 
the runners up. The competition was 
judged by TV Action + Countdown’s 
editor Dennis Hooper and art editor 
Roger Perry, Doctor Who's television 
producer Barry Letts, script editor 
Terrance Dicks, and the Doctor himself, 
Jon Pertwee. The runners-up included 
such horrific monstrosities as the Multi- 
pod, Master Amoeba, Hyberdon, Spyd- 
rax and the Aerophibians! The winner 
though was the Ugrakk, as designed by 
reader Ian Fairnington of Maidstone, in 
Kent. Ian’s design was vaguely like a 
cross between a squid and an elephant. 
In Issue 79, Ian’s monster made its 
appearance in the strip in part one of The 
Ugrakks, faithfully reproduced by Gerry 
Haylock. a 

It was around this time that Polystyle 
issued their annual holiday specials. In 
the past, TV Comic's holiday specials had 
just contained two Doctor Who strip 
stories in the same vein as the regular 
weekly comic. In 1971, following the 
transfer of Doctor Who from TV Comic to 
Countdown, the Countdown Holiday 
Special featured a Doctor Who text story 
— presumably it was felt that text stories 
were appropriate for Countdown’s older 
readership. Unfortunately, The Thing 
trom Outer Space is often considered the 
most appalling Doctor Who story of all 
time as it appeared to be written by 
someone who was totally unfamiliar with 
the programme. The 1972 TV Action + 
Countdown Holiday Special also con- 
tained a text story — And for my Next 
Trick. . . which was a rather better effort 
than the previous year’s. 

In the January of 1973, TV Action + 
Countdown was to have its second 
relaunch. From Issue 101 the comic was 
titled just TV Action, with a jagged row 
of bullet holes through the logo for added 
emphasis. Stretching its parameters even 
further, TV Action now sported pin-ups 
and articles on pop stars of the day such 
as David Cassidy, the Jackson Five, and 
the Osmonds. The comic also boasted 
more strips, adding Cannon, Alias Smith 
and Jones, Droopy, The Protectors and 
Dad’s Army to their line-up. This 
apparent expansion was achieved by 
featuring the action strips on a rotating 
basis. Every once in a while, each strip 
would be the week's ‘big story’, which 
meant that it would be a seven-page 
complete story. The strip would then be 
rested for a few weeks and then return 
to the more usual serialised adventure on 
two pages until its turn for a ‘big story’ 
came round once again. 

The Doctor Who strip was now no 
longer on the cover, having been 
replaced by painted montages of the 
week's ‘big story’. Returning once again 
to two pages, the Doctor Who strip was 
now in complete colour with no regular 
page position. However, when it was 


Doctor Who's turn to be the week's ‘big 
story’, it was in black and white. 


ENTER THE MASTER 


Issue 107 of TV Action saw the start of 
a new Doctor Who story — The Glen of 
Sleeping. This was to mark the first 
appearance of popular TV villain the 
Master in the comic strip. It is interesting 
to note than the Master’s background and 
past association with the Doctor is never 


mentioned; the assumption being made 
that the reader will be perfectly familiar 
with the character from his appearance 
on television. Aside from his appearance 
in the Doctor Who Holiday Special of the 
same year, the Master would not appear 
again in a Doctor Who comic strip for 
almost twenty years! 

The Daleks returned once again for the 
‘big story’ in Issue 112 — The Threat from 
Beneath, with a rather run-of-the-mill 
invasion of earth type story. However, 
the ‘big story’ in Issue 123 — The Spoilers, 
was rather more notable in that it was to 
set a trend for the Doctor Who strip for 
the next few years. For the first time, the 
Time Lords made an actual appearance in 
a story. From their planet, the Time 
Lords direct the Doctor on a mission, 
using him as their agent. This story 
premise was to be used more and more 
frequently, well into Tom Baker’s time as 
the Doctor. Although the Doctor would 
occasionally become the unwilling agent 
of the Time Lords in his television 
adventures, it was to become accepted 
fact within the strip stories that almost all 
of his journeys in the TARDIS were 
directed by his Time Lord superiors. 

At around this time — June 1973, 
Polystyle once again published its holiday 
specials. The TV Action Holiday Special

featured its usual text Doctor Who story, 
this year’s being called The One Second 
Hour which featured the Brigadier and 
UNIT. For the first time, Polystyle pub- 
lished a separate Doctor Who Holiday 
Special, possibly a testament to their faith 
in the programme’s popularity. The 
Special had several short articles on the 
programme and a wealth of photographs 
including two pages of behind-the-scenes 
photographs from Frontier in Space. The 
Special also featured two complete strip 
stories, and a text story. The text story, 
and one of the strips, featured the 
Master, while the second strip story 
featured an intergalactic criminal who 
might as well have been the Master. All 
the stories featured the Brigadier and 
UNIT, which suggests that the rights 
may have been negotiated as a separate 
deal from TV Action. Gerry Haylock was 
probably too busy to illustrate the strips 
from the special, as Fogbound was drawn 
by Frank Langford and Secret of the Tower 
was almost certainly by Alex Badia. 

The ‘big story’ in Issue 131 of TV 
Action — The Unheard Voice, was to mark 
the final appearance of Doctor Who in TV 


Action and with Issue 132, TV Action 
folded. Poor sales were almost certainly 
to blame, and by this time the very 
similar Look-In was well established and 
competing for exactly the same market. 
Perhaps there was only room for one 
such publication on the shelves. 


THE BEGINNING OF THE 
END 


TV Action’s final issue was cover dated: 
week ending 25th August 1973. The 
following week, Doctor Who returned to 
its original home of TV Comic, in Issue 
1133, and TV Comic was rechristened 
TV Comic Plus TV Action for the 
remainder of the year. TV Comic had 
changed very little during Doctor Who's 
absence and the strip was just as much 
out of place there as it had been two and 
a half years before. Doctor Who was now 
resident on the final two pages of TV 
Comic, where it would stay for almost all 
of its remaining days with Polystyle. 
Although now in black and white, the 
strip continuted to be illustrated by Gerry 
Haylock, and it would appear that the 
scripts were also being written by the 
writers that Dennis Hooper had originally 
recruited for Countdown. Certainly Geof- 
frey Cowan believes that he was still 
writing for Doctor Who when it returned 
to TV Comic. 


In June 1974, Polystyle published their 
TV Comic Holiday Special and a second 
Doctor Who Holiday Special. Following on 
from the Countdown and TV Action 
holiday specials, the Doctor Who story in 
the TV Comic Holiday Special was again 
a text story — Signal S.O.S. This story 
also featured Sarah Jane Smith as the 
Doctor's companion, along with the 
Brigadier and UNIT. Similarly, Sarah was 
also present in the three strip stories in 
the Doctor Who Holiday Special. Again, 
Gerry Haylock was not the artist on any 
of the strips — each of the three strips 
were illustrated by different artists, none 
of whom were credited. 

Tom Baker’s first TV adventure, 
Robot had already begun transmission by 
the time the Third Doctor's final strip 
adventure was coming to a close. Issue 
1204 of TV Comic, saw the Fourth 
Doctor making his first appearance in the 
comic. 

Jon Pertwee’s time as the Doctor on 
television had seen the programme's 
popularity rise to an all-time high. 
Similarly, the quality of the Third 
Doctor’s comic strips hit a peak that 
wasn't reached again until Marvel inherit- 
ed Doctor Who. Although the strip stories 
during this time didn’t exactly mirror the 
style of the TV adventures, they were 
certainly appealing to the same audience. 
Countdown and TV Action were aimed at 
the older, intelligent child and unlike the 
earlier TV Comic Doctor Who strips, 
there was no need to talk down to the 
readership. It is Dennis Hooper, editor of 
Countdown and TV Action, who must 
take the credit for making this the golden 
age of Doctor Who comics. It was his 
serious interest in Doctor Who, and his 
dedication to producing such a quality 
publication, that made it all possible. One 
need only consider the differences 
between the Doctor Who strip when it left 
TV Comic and when it returned to 
appreciate this. 

Although Dennis Hooper’s influence 
remained with the strip for some time, 
even after it had left TV Action, it was 
eventually to fade. With the Fourth 
Doctor’s appearance in TV Comic, the 
strip teetered on the brink of a slow 
decline.
